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MADRAS STATE SANGEETA 
NATAK SANGAM 





The Madras Government, after considering 
the proposals by the nucleous of the general 
Council of the State Academy, set up earlier 
has now finally accepted the constitution 
proposed by the committee and has established 
the State Academy to be called Madras State 
Sangeetha Nataka Sangam. Its constitution 
is as follows :— 


1. (a) The Madras State Sangeetha Nataka 
Sangam shall be an organisation for fostering 
and developing the fine arts of music, dance, 
drama (including Katha Kalakshepam) and 
films, and for promoting through them the 
cultural unity of the country. 


(b) The Sangam shall be affiliated to the 
Sangeet Natak Akadami, New Delhi, and 
shall be registered under the Societies Registra- 
tion Act, 1860 (Central Act XXI of 1860). 


(c) The Sangam shall be a corporate body, 
shall have a perpetual seal and may use and 
be used in its corporate name. 


2. The headquarters of the Sangam shall 
be at Madras. 


3. Organisation and functions : The Sangam 
shall have the following powers and functions, 
namely :— 


(i) to promote research in the fields of 
music, dance, drama and films, and 


for this purpose, to establish a library 


and a museum ; 


(ii) to co-operate with similar institutions 
for the furtherance of its objects and

for the enrichment of Indian culture 
as a whole ; 


to encourage the exchange of ideas 
between different regions in regard 
to the arts of music, dance, drama 
and films ;

to encourage the establishment of the 
institutions providing training in 
dramatic art and production of plays ;

to sponsor music, dance, drama and 
film festivals in the State ;

to do all such other acts and things, 
whether incidental to the powers 
aforesaid or not, as may be required 
in order to further the objects of the 
Sangam.

4. Officers of the Sangam: The following 
shall be the officers of the Sangam, namely :— 


(1) Chairman ; 

(2) Vice-Chairman ; 
(3) Treasurer ; and 
(4) Secretary. 

5. Chairman: The

6. Vice-Chairman: The Vice-Chairman 
shall be elected by the General Council of the 
Sangam from among its members. The Vice- 
Chairman shall, in the absence of the Chairman, 
for whatever reason, exercise all the functions 
and powers of the Chairman. 


7. Treasurer :—(i) The Treasurer shall be 
appointed by the State Government for such 
period as the latter may determine. 


(ii) The Treasurer shall— 


(a)- subject to the control of the Executive 
Board of the Sangam, manage the pro- 
perty and investments of the Sangam 
and be responsible for the preparation 
of the annual estimates and statements 
of accounts and for their presentation 
to the Executive Board and the General 
Council ; 


(b) subject to the powers of the Executive 

' Board be responsible for seeing that 
all moneys are expended on the pur- 
pose for which they are granted or 
allotted ; 


(c) maintain the accounts of the Sangam ; 


(d) Sign all contracts made on behalf of 
the Sangam ; and 
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(e) exercise such other powers as may 
be assigned tohim by the Executive 


Board. 
(iii) The receipt of the Treasurer or the 
person or persons duly authorised in this be- 


half by the Executive Board for any money 
paid into the Sangam shall be sufficient dis- 
charge for the same. 


8. Secretary. (i) The Secretary shall be 
the Principal Executive Officer of the Sangam 
and he shall be appointed by the Executive 
Board for such period and on such terms and 


conditions as the Executive Board may 
determine. } 
(ii) The Secretary shall be ex-officio 


Secretary of the General Council, the Executive 
Board and Standing Sub-Committee which 
may be set up by the General Council, but 
shall not be deemed to be a member of any of 
those authorities. 


(iii) It shall be the duty of the Secretary— 


(a) to be the custodian of the records and 
such other property of the Sangam 
as the Executive Board shall commit 
to his charge ; 


(b) to conduct the official correspondence 
on behalf of the authorities of the 
Sangam ; 


to issue all notices convening meetings 
of authorities of the Sangam and of 
all committees appointed by any of 
those authorities ;

(d) to keep the minutes of all meetings 
of the authorities of the Sangam and 
of all committees appointed by any of

9. Authorities of the Sangam: (i) The 
following shall be the authorities of the Sangam, 
namely :— 


(1) General Council ; 
(2) Executive Board; and 
(3) Two Standing Sub-Committees—one 


for music and dance, and the other for 
drama and films. 


(ii) Standing Sub-Committee shall advise . 


on matters referred to them by the General 
Council or the Executive Board or by the 
Chairman, and shall be constituted in such 
manner as the General Council may determine. 


10. General Council: (a) The General 
Council shall consist of the following twentyfive 
members, namely :— 


(1) Chairman ; 
(2) Treasurer ; 


(3) Five persons nominated by the State 
Government ; 


(4) Ten representatives (four for music, 
and two each for dance, drama and 
films) elected, in accordance with the 
rules to be framed by the Sangam, by 
important organisations in these fields 
recognised by the Sangam for this 
purpose ; 


(5) Eight eminent artistes of whom there 
shall be at least one from each of the 
fields of music, dance, drama and 
films to be elected in their individual 
capacity by the General Council. 


Provided that, for the first term, all the 
members of the General Council shall be 
nominated by the State Government. , 


(b) Except where otherwise provided, all 
members shall hold office for a period of three 
years and shall be eligible for reappointment. 


11. The General Council shall have the 
following powers and functions, namely :— 


(i) to elect a Vice-Chairman from among 
their members ; 


(ii) to elect members of the Executive 


Board in. accordance with paragraph © 


13. 

(iii) to approve the annual budget of the 
Sangam drawn up by the Executive 
Board ; 

(iv) to nominate the auditors ; 


(v) to consider and approve programmes 
and specific projects proposed by -the 
Executive Board ; and 


(vi) to frame its regulations, by-laws and 
rules of procedure. 


12. The General Council shall meet at 
least once in every six months during the 
financial year, at a place and on a date fixed 
by the Executive Board. A, special meeting 
may be called at any other time by the 
Chairman, or by the Executive Board, either 
on its own initiative or at the request of not 
less than one-third of the members of the 
Council. : 


13. Executive Board: The Executive Board 
shall consist of the following 11 members, 
namely :— 


(1) Chairman ; 
(2) Vice-Chairman ; 
(3). Treasurer ; 


(4) One official nominated by the State 
Government from among the members 
of the General Council and ;° 


(5) Seven other persons to be elected by 
the General Council from among its 
members. 


14. The Executive Board shall have the 
following powers and functions, namely :— 


(i) to exercise the executive authority of 
the Sangam subject to policy directives 
of the General Council ; 


(ii) to be responsible for the supervision 
and control of the work of the Sangam 
and of its office ; . 


to consider and prepare programmes 
of the Sangam and specific projects 
for submission to the General 
Council ; 


(iii) 


to draw up the annual budget of the 
Sangam to be submitted for approval 
to the General Council ; 


(iv) 


(v) to prepare the annual report and. 
accounts of the Sangam for the consi- 
deration of the General Council ; 


subject to the approval of the General 
Council to expenditure on the establish-

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ment as a whole, to create such posts 
as it may consider necessary for the 
work of the Sangam and to prescribe 
the terms and conditions of appoint- 
ment to these posts ; and 
‘ (vii) to appoint the Secretary of the Sangam 
and other members of the staff except 
those whom the Secretary is competent 
to appoint in the exercise of powers 
delegated to him. 


15. No person shall be eligible for 
membership of any of the authorities of the 
Sangam unless he has attained the age of 
thirty. 


16. (i) The General Council may, at 
any time, amend or cancel any _ regulation, 
py ly or rule made or decision taken 
y it. 


(ti) The General Council may amend 
or set aside any rule made or decision taken 
by any other authority of the Sangam except 
where that authority has acted in accordance 
with its powers and functions as defined in 
this Constitution. 


(iii) The General Council, may, by a 
majority of not less than three-fourths of the 
members present and voting, at a special 
meeting convened for the purpose, request the 
State Government to amend this constitution 
in such manner as the General Council may 
decide. :

The General Council of the Academy, how- 
ever, started functioning earlier. It planned a 
suitable programme for the inauguration cere- 
mony and appointed various sub-committees 
etc. It also decided how best to utilise the 
initial grant of Rs. 15,000/- sanctioned by the 
Mysore Government and also considered the 
budget proposals for the year 1955-56.

Rajasthan Academy has issued a questionnaire 
to all musicians and dancers, artists and art 
lovers of the State and has collected lists of 
artists in all the districts. A 
Brahmanand school has collected about 5,000 
Rajasthani Folk Songs with notations of about 
300. They are also organising a show of 
music and dance every month. 





BIHAR STATE 
ACADEMY 


Bihar Academy organised an Inter College 
Drama Festival in September, 1954. In March, 
1955 a State-wide Drama Festival was organised 
for which they received about 60 entries, in- 
cluding those for plays in Maithili, Bhojpuri, 
Magadhi and Hindi. Their Journal Bihar 
Theatre is now self-sufficient after the grant 
of Rs. 5,000 from Sangeet Natak Akadami. 
They are now planning to take up a survey of 
all folk forms of Bihar. There is also a move 
to build an open air theatre in Patna, for which 
the Bihar Government has sanctioned some 
money. 
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
